Mississippi river is rising now at an 
appr.lling rate. The story told by the 
guage this morning was a rise of six- 
tenths of a foot since 7 o'clock last 
night, 1.2 feet during the past twenty 
four hours, and 2.4 since 
Saturday 


morning. 
The gauge now reads 39.1 


, This is 1.8 foot over the highest water 


mark on record and 6.1 over the dan-* 
ger linV The crest of the flood is now 
between Memphis and New ' Madrid, 
Mo., and is not due to reach this city 
until Wednesday. The indications are 
now that water will go much higher 
than the engineers predicted, 40 feet. 
The strain on the St Francis levees 
above this city, is now something tre- 
mendous and it will be a miracle if 
they hold. 
The water is going to 


such a height that it will overtop tho 
levees and thus destroy their 
effec- 


tiveness. 


At _Hollybush, Ark., where a force 


of 600 men is working day and night, 
the water has 
commenced to run 


over the levee and is being held In 
check only by placing sand bags for a 
distance of 1,000 yards. One hundred 
and fifty men with material were 
rushed there this morning. 
The en- 


gineers think this levee can hold one 
foot more of water. 


At Marion Landing, 8 miles above 


Memphis, the water is at the top of 
the levee for "a long stretch and 150 
men were sent there today to build 
the levees higher. Men are being rushed 
from the plantations in the 
country 


inside of the levees and every effort 
possible is being made _ to triumph 
over nature. 


Weakness has 
developed at the 


Huntington short line levee, and 110 
convicts were "rushed there today to 
help fight back the waters.
